PEACE THROUGH 
UNDERSTANDING 

The twentieth century may go down in history as the cen¬ 
tury of war and peace—the first in which world wars were 
■. _ht, the first in which man established world peace, and, 
perhaps, the last in which peace among nations was merely 
an armed truce, a breathing spell between wars. Even if the 
ideal of world peace is not actually begun in our time, we 
•sail be the first generation of men on earth who, under the 
impact of the threat of mass human destruction, will make a 
re finite attempt to act on all man’s accumulated wisdom con¬ 
cerning war and peace. « 

The fundamental notions evolved in the time of the 
Greeks. Socrates spoke of world citizenship. Alexander tried 
to conquer the world to make it one. The Roman peace was 
_ conquerer’s peace. It lasted through sheer power, although 
fi r four hundred years the interior provinces knew nothing 
of fear. Later, Dante advised a revival of that government to 
give all Christians political, as well as spiritual unity. 

To omit these attempts would be to overlook man’s age 
oifi aspirations, but the importance of the attempts is limited 
because during all these times, man was convinced of a fu- 
mre war. The only ways in which the past could concieve the 
w; rid s coming to the unity of peace was by conquest or 
empire. 

Only in recent times has the inevitability of war been ques¬ 
tioned, and the possibilities of lasting peace proposed. Men 
; have attributed fighting to a deep combative instinct. Darwin 
considers it the basis of the relentless struggle for existence. 
I: this urge is instinct, it must have developed only in our 
species, for our anthropiod stock is inoffensive. For the most 
part, monkeys and apes are mild and friendly, their quarrels 
little more than goodnatured banter. Man differs from the 
apes in that he is carnivorous. However, this does not produce 
the instinct, for the Eskimo is a flesh eater and killer from 
early childhood, yet they are the least aggressive men. Until 
rfie white man came there was not even a word for war in 
their language. The Eskimo, though, is still in the pre-tribal 
cate of development. Once a society has been formed, war 
becomes a main business. The Romans fought to establish 
rheir peace, but only against warriors. In the Middle Ages, 
those not directly concerned in fighting carried on business 
as usual. The more highly developed the civilization, the 
more widespread the destruction. In World War II, Hitler 
attempted genocide. Today, there is danger that the popula¬ 
tion of the whole earth could be killed. Man is the only ani¬ 
mal who is not content to remain in the original state of 
nature. The change can be either good or bad. We are trying 
tor good. 

Peace movements have marked a large part of the nine¬ 
teenth and twentieth centuries. Both the American and Brit¬ 
ish Peace Societies were formed to arbitrate international dis¬ 
putes. Although some conventions were directed towards les¬ 
sening some aspects of war, such as poison gas, many anti¬ 
war ideas came into being, among them Czar Nicholas U s 
world court at the Hague Conference of 1899. 

A good sample of attempts towards peace could be ob- 
rained from a list of Nobel Prize winners. This award, stipu- 
a:ed by the will of the inventor of dynamite, is given an¬ 
nually to the person who has done most towards preventing 
war. Among the recipients are Juan Henri Dunant, founder 
of International Red Cross, the Quakers, and President Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt, who successfully ended a war between Rus¬ 
sia and Japan. In later years it has been awarded to Dag 
Hammerskjold, Ralph Bunche, and the United Nations as a 
whole, a tribute to the long dreamed of world court. 
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All religions, each with principles of harmony and con¬ 
cord, have been drawn closer by the Ecumenical Council. 

The partial Nuclear Test Ban Treaty agreed upon by 83 
nations in the summer of 1963 was a great step in lessening 
the threat of war. 

Through displays and entertainment, the World Fair is 
bringing knowledge. In Proverbs 7: the wise man says, "Wis¬ 
dom is the principal thing; therefore, get wisdom; and with 
all thy getting, get understanding.” Let it be peace through 
understanding.

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UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN 

THE RACES 

When the first cave man stepped out of the first cave many 
eons ago, he found himself in a world where he had to fight for 
survival. His life was a life of fear, fear of pain, fear of death, 
but primarily fear of anything "different'’. Man found he could 
cope with that with which he was familiar, but he was a loss 
to contend with an unknown. Fear breeds hatred, and before too 
long man found himself hating anything different just because it 
was different. 

Unfortunately, man hasn’t changed greatly in this respect over 
the years. He still has fears; he still fears anything out of the 
ordinary. Psychologists tell us that modern man hates because he 
needs a scapegoat, someone on whom he may blame his troubles. 
This hatred of someone because he is different, or "wrong ’, im¬ 
plies that the self is normal, or "right". The truth is that there is 
not "right” and "wrong" in this respect; a man acts according to 
his own character, not according to his particular ethnic group. 

But man must have a scapegoat, a scapegoat who must nec¬ 
essarily be part~of a minority. In our Caucasian society, the ob¬ 
vious choice is the Negro, who fulfills all the charatceristics of a 
good scapegoat. His skin coloring immediately sets him off as 
one "different" from the norm; therefore one to be distrusted. • 
The Negro is generally economically deprived, which further 
distinguishes him as part of a so-called "low-life" race. The 
Negro’s economic status is one vicious circle; society will not 
give him an equal opportunity while he lives in poverty, and 
he cannot arise from poverty until society gives him an equal 
opportunity. A break must occur somewhere, and I believe that 
it is society's responsibility to make this break. 

The treatment of the Negro as an inferior may be traced to 
his first role in the country, that of a slave. But he is not a 
slave now, nor has he been one for one hundred years. He is a 
human being, no different from anyone else. What, then, is the 
precise solution to the race problem as it exists in our society 
today? I believe that a complete change in attitude on the part 
of the American white is necessary before the Negro can be 
accepted as an equal in all senses of the word. This change began 
with William Lloyd Garrison and the abolitionists and is con¬ 
tinuing now. It would be difficult today, however, if not impos¬ 
sible, to accept the Negro race as one culturally identical or any- 
were close to it. This is through no fault of the Negros; we 
have simply not giver> him the opportunity to improve himself. 
We must therefore set as our first goal not equal results, but 
equal opportunity. 

The basic problem in granting the Negro this "equal oppor¬ 
tunity" and this bringing about the so-needed change in attitude 
is one of education. It is a very difficult task to hire a Negro 
technician if there are no competent Negro technicians available. 
More and more corporations are realizing that a skilled wotker 
is a skilled worker, and their hiring practices have changed ac¬ 
cordingly. The trouble is that the education granted to the average 
negro in some areas of our country qualifies him for nothing 
more than a porter’s position. 

This situation, though sometimes present in the North, is pre¬ 
dominant in the South, where the Negro population of the 
Unied States is concentrated. Here we must contend with such 
extremists and bigots as Governor Wallace of Alabama, Gov¬ 
ernor Barnett of Mississippi, and Governor Faubus of Arkansas, 
men who are anti-integration and anti-Negro. Any efforts to im¬ 
prove the Negro’s lot in these states will come slowly and some¬ 
what painfully. Southern administrators have cried that sufficient 
funds do not exist to adequately educate both Negros and 
whites. If this is the case, and if taxpayers are unwilling to pay 
for the schooling of all children, then why not favor the Negro. 
For years we have discriminated against the Negro; perhaps now 
we should discriminate for him. Former President Conant of 
Harvard University has suggested just such a plan, wherein 
Negro and underprivileged school children would receive the 
best teachers and the best facilities. 



To highlight the need for education and the general position 
of the American Negro, many inter-racial groups have been 
formed. The National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People, the Congress on Racial Equality, the Student 
Non-Violent Co-ordinating Committee—these and many more 
work for the betterment of the Negro’s cause. Led by such men 
as the Reverend Martin Luther King, Roy Wilkins, and here in 
Boston, Canon James Breeden, these organizations act as pressure 
groups to help instigate legislation. That the great portion of 
this work is entirely legal is commendable, for only within the 
limits of the law can we expect the law to be changed. It is 
interesting to note that when the Brooklyn branch of the Con¬ 
gress on Racial Equality proposed a gigantic stall-in on the open¬ 
ing day of the World s Fair, that chapter was immediately sus¬ 
pended from the national organization. 

Some laws will undoubtedly be changed, but laws can go only 
so far. The basic answer lies in the education of the Negro and 
in an appeal to the inherent goodness and decency of mankind. 
Prejudice is rationally absurd; here in America we have bigots 
who are anti-Negro because the Negro supposedly lacks the All- 
American virtues of thrift, ambition, and shrewdness, and anti- 
Semetic because the Jew supposedly possesses these same vir¬ 
tues to an excessive degree. It is time we realized that world 
peace cannot become an actuality while hatred exists between 
races. Peace will finally be achieved only when man realizes that 
there is only one race—the human race.

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PROVISIONS FOR PEACE 

About twenty years ago, a cruel, ruthless dictator foolishly 
attempted to dominate the world for selfish purposes. This en¬ 
deavor resulted in the greatest holocaust and slaughter that man 
has ever known. Yet even now, in 1964, men are losing their 
lives around the world to strengthen democracy and abolish 
tyranny and oppression. Daily, in Viettnam, American soldiers 
give their lives for a country whose people are, on the whole, 
apathetic and disinterested, since they feel that foreign affairs 
have little effect on their own existence. 

We are already a strong nation, because of the strength of 
our political, economic, and social institutions. These solid in¬ 
stitutions have given us the opportunity to grow and prosper in 
a country which guarantees freedom of speech, freedom of re¬ 
ligion, freedom from want, and freedom from fear. But we are 
also guaranteed a freedom for something—the freedom for the 
opportunity to develop our own capacities in an environment 
that favors youthful energy, initiative, and a wide choice of al¬ 
ternatives. This has been the deep source of our nation’s peace¬ 
ful strength. But all these opportunities will become meaning¬ 
less if universal peace can never be achieved. 

How can we attain total peace? The United Nations has 
been seeking a successful solution to this problem since 1945. 
Here exists the machinery for peace through the Security Coun¬ 
cil and Assembly, by the use of the Uniting for Peace procedure. 
This procedure was used successfully in the Suez crisis and is now 
attempting to settle the dispute on the island of Cyprus. 



In an imperfect world rent by the divisions between Dem¬ 
ocracy and Communism, the United Nations is and will continue 
to be the chief agency for reconciliation and pacification. Only 
within the General Assembly do almost all the nations of the 
world sit in conferences and debate, watched and urged by mil¬ 
lions of lonely voices to save them from catastrophe. 

The desire for raw materials and land with rich natural re¬ 
sources has resulted in too many armed conflicts. Therefore, an 
international program should be created for the fair allocation 
of scarce materials. In connection with this plan, each country 
should revise its systems of tarriffs and custom regulation. The 
General Agreement of Trade and Tarriffs has made much prog¬ 
ress in this area by lowering import and export duties and by 
revising the antiquated procedure for determining tariffs. 

But neither governmental agencies nor trade agreements have 
the sole responsibility of promoting unity among free people. 
Every individual can and must take a personal part in the war 
against the propaganda and subterfuge which threaten our demo¬ 
cratic society. Free peoples must begin to believe the best and 
not the worst of what they hear of each other if they are to work 
as partners. As Benjamin Franklin once said, "We must all 
hang together, or assuredly we shall all hang separately.” 

To achieve peace, racial prejudice and mistrust must be elim¬ 
inated; each nation must cooperate in the struggle for peace by 
being tolerant and considerate of others whose beliefs and cus¬ 
toms differ from their own. 

It has been said that the struggle for peace is no longer a 
struggle of ideologies, but one occuring between the ' have” 
and the "have-not” nations. Clearly, then, to eliminate interna¬ 
tional quarrels, the underdeveloped nations must receive finan¬ 
cial aid to deveelop their potential and increase their productiv¬ 
ity. The education level and the standard of living must be 
raised, until each country is capable of taking its place as a 
well-fed, well-developed nation. Not until each nation enjoys 
adequate wealth and living conditions will peace be able to 
exist. As Bernard Baruch has said, "To win the peace, we must 
wage the peace.” 

Controlled disarmament is a feeble approach to the war prob¬ 
lem, for arms will begin to disappear only when they are seen 
to be useless, as well as highly dangerous. Arms control is weapon 
deterrence in a more sophisticated form, but if it can keep the 
peace until the world is ready to abolish the war system, it will 
have served its purpose. Today, arms control seems to be the 
most logical approach to the war problem, although it offers no 
foundation on which to build a successful world order. 

The Russians suggest the abolition of war in-order to make 
disarmament possible; the West, on the other hand, wants to 
begin the process of the gradual reduction of armaments in order 
to make the abolition of war possible, meanwhile continually 
clinging to all the supposed safeties and securities of the war 
system, until finally assurred that was is no longer necessary. 
Several plans have been developed to attain this goal; the Baruch 
plan proposes the world-wide destruction of all bombs, and the 
sharing of peaceful atomic know-how under a system of inspec¬ 
tion. With the advent of the test ban, the future of disarmament 
seems more hopeful. Few countries will invest the large amount 
of money and manpower necessary to build a nuclear weapon if 
they cannot legally test that weapon. 

I 

The world as it exists today is better by most standards than 
any that has previously existed, and it is only the fears of what 
the great weapons systems can do in the future that prevent our 
cheerful acceptance of our society. 

If the great powers of the world can refrain from tearing 
each other to radioactive rubble, they can become, in themselves, 
an adequate basis for a world system that while not perfect, not 
completely non-violent, can work much harder than the war 
system ever has toward the betterment of mankind.

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UNDERSTANDING THROUGH 

THE PEACE CORPS 

In his Inaugural Address, President Kennedy said: "To 
those people in the huts and villages of half the globe strug¬ 
gling to break the bounds of mass misery, we whatever period 
is required—not because the Communists may be doing it, 
not because we seek their votes, but because it is right.’’ 

This pledge is being fulfilled through the Peace Corps. 

The Peace Corps is a unique type of foreign aid. It helps 
other countries, not by massive infusions of money or by 
monumental .public works projects, not by training workers 
to develop their country sometime in the future, but by do¬ 
ing the things that need to be done right now, in the present. 

The Peace Corps operates not at the national level, where 
its efforts would be comparatively useless to the bulk of the 
populace, but on the local level, where its efforts can be ap¬ 
preciated the most. 

The people are helped not by a vast, far-off, and impersonal 
organization called the United States, but by Volunteers who 
work with them, sleep with them, eat with them. 

The Peace Corps asks nothing in return for its help. It 
exists solely for the recipient’s advantage. In recognition of 
its special status, it is excluded by law from many of the 
restrictions governing other foreign aid. 

Although a program of the United States Government, the 
Peace Corps is basically a people helping people program. As 
such, its success is dependent on the extent to which the 
American people feel a personal involvement in the lives of 
other peoples around the globe. Through the Peace Corps, 
Americans learn other people’s ways of thinking and the rea¬ 
sons behind their thinking. They face the problems of de¬ 
veloping a country where often the importance of education 
is not seen, since the thoughts of the people are only on 
what they will eat tomorrow; where too often the people 
cling to traditional methods and refuse to try out new ones. 
In meeting these problems, Americans can sympathize with 
these countries as they struggle to achieve a higher standard 
of living and improve the welfare of their populace.

Understanding is a two-way street, however. For many of 
the people, the Peace Corps Volunteer is the first American 
they have ever seen. They are able to see Americans as they 
really are, and not as tainted by news media or propoganda. 
And they may feel confident that these are not unusual in¬ 
dividuals specially chosen for their benefiits, but average mid¬ 
dle-class Americans, with skills in agriculture, construction, 
and teaching, who felt compelled to share in the task of im¬ 
proving the welfare of the world’s people—not because they 
wished to fight Communism, not because they wished personal 
gain, but because they felt themselves to be involved in man¬ 
kind.

In order to achieve peace through understanding, the 
peoples of the earth must obviously learn to understand each 
other, and this cannot be done unless they know each other, 
for who can understand a person without knowing him well, 
and who can know a person well without understanding him? 
One of the best ways for the peoples of the earth to get to 
know each other is through foreign exchange programs. 

One such program with which we at Natick are personally 
acquainted is the American Field Service Student Exchange 
Program, which has brought us Alician Siderman and which 
will send two Natickites abroad within the next year. Other 
large scale programs are the Junior Year Abroad, in which 
many American colleges and universities participate, the Ful- 
bright program, and the Experiment in International Living. 
There are also many smaller groups both here and abroad 
which sponsor exchange students. 



The goal of the A.F.S. is to increase international good will 
by spreading knowledge and understanding. There are in¬ 
numerable examples of its success. Shortly after World War 
II, the first large group of German exchange students was 
scheduled to come here and it was expected that there would 
be a fair amount of difficulty in their relations with American 
teen-agers. The French and the Germans were also very dis¬ 
trustful of one another; in fact, one German boy, at the be¬ 
ginning of his trip, swore that he would never set foot on 
Frenech soil. By the end of the year, however, he had made 
many warm friends here and among the French exchange 
students, and he was even planning a visit to France to see 
them when he returned. As another German student said, 
after the final get-together and bus trip of the foreign setudents 
here, "There were twenty-five nationalites on my bus. We 
argued, but we were like a big family. How can any of us ever 
fight each other?” 

Exchange programs do a great deal to dispel prejudices, 
general misconceptions, and fears. Most foreigners have a 
generalized idea of Americans which is gained either con¬ 
sciously or unconsciously from the movies, and most Ameri¬ 
cans have stereotyped ideas of foreigners, too. Alicia, for in¬ 
stance, was not sure of what she expected Americans to be 
like, but she had the partial idea that we were nothing more 
than rich capitalists, leading an easy life, with a car for every 
person in the family. Naturally enough, she has found that 
this is untrue. She has also found a great deal more religion 
here than she anticipated and she has been impressed by the 
warmth of our family life, which she did not expect at all. 
As she so simply put it when she spoke to me, '"All people 
are the same”, but it takes a great deal of experience to really 
feel this fact rather than just to know it academically. 

Everyone who comes into contact with people in an ex¬ 
change program benefits. In the case of the A.F.S. this in¬ 
cludes parents, foster parents, close friends, and relatives as 
well as acquaintances. The students themselves gain the most, 
however, Americans returning grow to feel French, Japanese, 
or Uruguayan, but they also find themselves much "more 
American”. They feel a new pride in their country, but they 
also learn to appreciate its weaknesses and what can be done 
about them. More important still, they learn why people of 
other countries are neutral, why social customs differ, and 
why international disputes arise. 

A.F.S.’ers, both U.S. and foreign, find themselves members 
of a great net” of people the world over who know each 
other and with whom they never lose contact. The students 
form lasting bonds with their foster families. One boy upon 
parting from his "parents” received a simple gift, a large 
key. with the note attached "to our home and our hearts, 
forever”. The students learn the feeling of humanity. As one 
returnee put it, "I know that I am a member of the whole 
huge family of mankind”. Many continue to work actively in 
the A.F.S. and most resolve to dedicate a good part of the 
remainder of their lives to striving for peace, as Alicia has 
told me she hopes to do. In line with this the returning for¬ 
eign students are forming a good percentage of the young 
leadership in their various countries and this seems a good 
omen for international good will. 

To all the problems we have discussed in this short time 
— whether it is defeating discrimination and prejudice, 
achieving disarmament and lasting peace, or educating, feed¬ 
ing and clothing the needy peoples of the world, the solution 
is known. It merely remains to put it into effect. The ancient 
Sanskrit gives the formula: "Walk together, talk together, O 
ye peoples of the earth; then and only then, shall ye have 
peace.”
